LOW 
TAXES. 


The question of high or low taxes is an 


important one for any town or city to 
consider. It does not follow, however, 
that low taxes are certainly indicative of 
thrift and economy iu a community, or 
conducive to its growth and prosperity. 
Taxes are unknown among the Sioux In- 
dians, for example, and yet the red men 
are not in the mose desirable condition of 
which we can conceive. 
As a rule 


where the taxes are exceptionally light 
the improvements and luxuries of civili- 
zation are correspondingly meagre. The 
miser who lives in a cave spends no 
money. 
Men pay for what they possess 


and what they rise. If a city is content 
with had streets, and willing to get along 
with poorly lighted avenues, tumble-down 
Bchoolhouses, apologies for a fire depart- 
ment, half-paid officials, and all that, then 
there is no necessity for much taxation. 
They that possess nothing have nothing 
for which to pay. 


On the other hand a community that 


proposes to enjoy the advantages of re- 
fined civilization, to get the most possible 
out of life, will be rec-uired to foot the 
bills in the usual way. In most cases the 
boast of exceptionally low taxes is equiv- 
alent to a confession of want of enter- 
prise and a want of success in all that 
makes the. people prosperous and happy. 
The case of Philadelphia is iu point. Of 
late that city has rejoiced in its low rate 
of taxation, and 
its economists have

250,000 in the treasury, with probably 
?5()0,OI)I) to be added this year. But the

.$1,00(1.000 each, aud no one knows where 
to-begin to make up the waste that has 
come from the unusual retrenchment. It 
will require all that has been saveil aud 
much beside to put the city back where 
it was when the craze for low taxes set iu. 
Such retrenchment, certainly, is not to 
be desired. 


We have sometimes worked in some- 


what the same way on a small scale, in New- 
port and the pmfeisiannl economists of the 
I ity Council have cost us thousands of 
dollars. 
But we are pleased to be able to 


say that as a rule our city fathers proceed 
with intelligent care and proper enter- 
prise, our people cheerfully vote appro- 
priations for improvements, as in the 
case of the^eleetric light, nud we pay as 
we go. 
We have come to the conclusion 


that it is the better way to have the things 
wo need even if we are required to pay 
for them. And still our taxes arc less 
than iu almost any other city of equal 
size: all of which speaks well for New- 
port as the home of an intelligent, jniil en- 
:erprising people.
